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BEETLES WIN AWARD 

Our third POP Award goes to the 
burying beetles of the world. A 
pair of beetles sniff out the corpse 
of a small animal and start digging 
underneath it. As they dig. the 
body sinks into the ground and is eventually 
buried. The female then lays her eggs near 
it. When the young hatch out. they eat the 
corpse, tt doesn't sound very tasty, but if no- 
one ate this kind of food, there would be 
dead bodies all over the place.

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Sometimes called the black-footed, spectacled or 
Cape penguin, the jackass is only i'ound off the 
coast of southern Africa, from Angola in the 
WEST TO Mozambique in the east. 

Jackass Penguins 




The jackass has dark grey upper 
parts with a white band that runs 
from the top of the beak, over 
the eyes and down the sides of 
the head. The underparts are 
white with a horseshoe-shaped 
black band across the chest. The 
feet are black with pink blotches. 



Penguins make up the largest family of flightless 
birds. They are found in the southern half of the 
world, the most northerly species being the 
Galapagos penguin. The ancestors of penguins 
were flying birds, but today's penguins are 
completely adapted to spending two-thirds of their 
lives at sea. Their bones are more solid chan those 
of flying birds and they have scaly, paddle-shaped 
flipjwrs instead of leathered wings. They also have 
a layer ol blubber under their skin to keep them 



warm in the cold seas where they live. Their feet 
are webbed. 

At about 63cm long, the jackass is a medium- 
sized penguin - the largest is the emperor at 
120cm, and the smallest is the little penguin at 
40cm. Some jackass jx-ngiiins form colonies on the 
mainland of southern Africa, but most 
breed on islands. They rarely 
stray further than about 
12km from the shore. 






GETTING ABOUT 



On land, penguins walk with a waddle, but they can 
also hop from one surface to another and run. On 
soft surfaces, like snow and sand, they slide along as 
if they are tobogganing. 

Penguins are at their fastest in water. When they 
swim on the surface of the sea, they move along with 
small strokes of their flippers. It takes less energy to 
swim beneath the waves, so when a penguin makes a 
long journey, it does so underwater, propelling itself 
along with its flippers, and pushing itself up to the 
surface from time to time to snatch a lungful of air. 





■<AFLYING UNDERWATER 
When they swim on the surface, penguins 
make small strokes with their flippers. 
Underwater, they draw their head into 
their shoulders, tuck their feet close into 
their body and use their flippers like 
wings. In this way. they can keep up a 
steady speed of 7-10km per hour. 



WOW! 

Penguins need to be able to dive 
expertly to catch their food. Jackass 
penguins make shallow dives but 
emperor penguins, which live in 
Antarctica, plunge deep down. One 
was recorded making a dive of 265m.

LIFE ON LAND 



Penguins gather together in 
large colonies to breed. 
Jackasses mainly choose 
islands, but some of them nest 
on the shore of the Cape. The 
males come ashore first to 
claim a territory for 
themselves. They guard this, 
and win themselves a mate, by 
making showy displays. 
Breeding colonies are crowded, 
noisy places - jackasses make a 
loud call, rather like a braying 
ass — so these displays and calls 



are an important way of 
preventing fights breaking out 
all the time. 

Jackasses prefer to make 
their nests in burrows in the 
soil or in piles of their dried 
dung, which is called guano. 

In many places, however, the 
guano has been taken away by 
humans to use as fertilizer and 
the penguins are forced to 
build their nests above ground, 
out of plant pieces, feathers, 
stones and seaweed.

COOLING OFF 

Penguins that live in the Antarctic use 
up lots of energy trying to keep warm. 
Jackasses sometimes have the opposite 
problem - they're in danger of 
overheating. They have various ways 
of cooling off. They pant and send 
warm blood to the bare areas of their 
bodies - the face, feet and flippers - 
where the heat can easily be lost. They 
also fluff out their feathers so chat 
there is no longer a layer of warm air 
trapped next to the body, and they 
hold out their flippers so that heat can 
be lost from both sides. 



>• HUNGRY SPELL 
At the end of the 
breeding season, adult 
jackasses moult. It takes 
about 21 days for them 
to lose their worn 
feathers and grow new 
ones. They can't swim 
during this time, so they 
can't feed either. 



<When a male jackass is displaying, he 
stretches his head up and points his 

to .the sky, raises his flippers to the 
makes a braying call. If a 
interested, she walks round 
then crouches and shakes her 
body all over. Once the pair have 
mated, they often display together just 
before the female lays the eggs, or 
when they are disturbed. 



FIRST FOOD 



The parents take it in turns to feed 
the chicks. Ac first they cough up 
food and the young chicks poke their 
heads into the parents’ beaks to feed. 
Later, the parents can deliver the food 
straight into the chicks' mouths. The 
parents are often away for many hours 
foraging - each adult can catch as 
many as 190 small fish in one trip. If 
both parents are out foraging, the 
chicks are in great danger of being 
snatched by predators, such as gulls, 
Antarctic skuas, mongooses or snakes. 

<ALL IN A HUDDLE 
Jackass chicks that have been 
born above ground often 
huddle together for warmth 
and protection.

The Rockies are steep, rugged 
mountains, because they are young ones. 
They've only been here about 60 million 
years; the wind and rain haven't had 
time to wear them down into rounded 
curves, like those of the Appalachians in 
the east. The Rockies were formed when 
two of Earth's tectonic places collided 
with each ocher, forcing upwards the 
rocks which lay between them. They 
range from 300— 4399m in height. 

What animals and plants you see on 
the Rockies depends on how far north 
you are and how far up you go. The 
treeline — the line above which it is too 
cold for trees - can be as low as 762m in 
the north, but 3660m in the warmer 
south. The forests below the line are 
made up of pine, spruce and fir. Lower 
down, there are birch, beech and cherry 
as well, and you are most likely to know 
they ate there when their leaves turn 
golden in the autumn.

ATTACHING THE GIRAFFES 

Cut oul Ihe .giraffes and score along the fold lines. Glue 
Ihe two sides of the .giraffes lo.gelher. then pierce ihe 
holes, as marked, with a compass point. 

Take two siraws and place them In a cross, winding 
a length of thread o\cr and o^er 
lhe.}oin to keep it firmU 
to.gether. Cul a 28cm length of 
thread and knot it at one end. 

With a needle, thread it 
Ihrough the hole in one 
giraffe. Ihrough Ihe hollow 
centre of the top straw and 
then Ihrough another 
giraffe. Knot the end. Repeat 
for the olher pair of giraffes, 
using the lower straw. 

Cut a 15cm length of thread 
and tie Ihe cross with the 
giraffes to Ihe cross w ilh Ihe 
antealers. leaving a length of 
about lOcm between them. The 
third part of \our mobile is 
now complete.
